August 31. 1997: mioxicaied to 
some degree with aicobol. Prozac and 
the sedative Tiapridoi. chaulfeur Henri 
Paul took two famous charges. Dodi A] 
Fayed and Diana Princess of Wales, on a 
nde into the Pont D'Alma tunnel 
underneath the streets of Paris. The only 
person in the S280 Mercedes sedan to 
emerge aiiv-e fromihc other end of the 
tunnel was the accompanying 
bodyguard. Trevor Rccs-Jones. The 
sedan hod passed a white Fiat and, oAer 
a blinding flash ll), it crashed into a 
concrete tunnel pillar ai somewhere 
between 90 and 110 miles per hour It 
ricocheted and smashed also into the 
opposite tunnel wall Paul and the 42 
year old Dodi Al Fayad died instantly. 
Paramedics gave 34 year old Diana a 
blood transiuston at the scene, but her 
heart stopped in the ambulance cn route 
to the hospital and she died four houn 
after the crash. 

Diana's death made a global 
impact similar in world history only to 
the Kennedy assassination, which 
occurred m the year of Diana's birth. Just 
like that event, the details of how she 
died become maners of great debate and 
conspiracy theorizing. (2) Just as JFK's 
death was officially mvestigated and 
declared the result of a single gunman 
acting alone, official investigauons ol 
Diana's death concluded that it was a 
simple auiomobile accident. .\nd just as 
with JFX. 3 prep^inderar.ce of unlikely 
coincidences and unanswered questions 
le{\ mosi people ime.'ested in the topic 
with the suspicion that the crash in die 


Pont D’Alma tunnel was an orchestrated 
assassination, done for the sake of 
keeping Diana from pursuing her 
relationship with Dodi Al Fayad. an 
Egyptian, a Muslim and the son of 
powernii businessman, Mohamed Al 
Fayed, at odds with the crown oiKi other 
power elements in the UK (3). Some 
even suggested that Diana w'os pregnant 
with Dodi Al Fayed’s child at the rime of 
her death. While sxich speculation has 
become not at all unusual in the aiTairs 
of public rigures. underneath the layers 
of various competing theories about the 
death of Diana lie facts, rumors and 
arcane connections thai relate ii directly 
to Danny Casolaro's Octopus research, 
(n fact, three years aher Diana's still 
unsettled death, which occurred six years 
oher Casolaro's, the disaster in the Pont 
D'.Alma tunnel brought the story of the 
Octopus, the PROiVIIS software, and 
Casolaro’s world of Iran-Conira spie.s. 
arms mercbonis and corrupt politicos 
back in tlie news. 

Conspiracy writers noted almost 
immediately the shadowy presence of 
Adnan Khashuggi in the background of 
the Diana death. Khashoggi was Dodi 
Fayed's uncle and a well-known broker 
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of military hardware deals involving 
Saudi .Arabia stretching back to the 
1970s. (4) A few days before his death. 
Casolaro took his friend Ben Mason 
dowTi into his basement and proudly 
showed him several photocopied pages 
documenting contra arms transfers 
involving Khashoggi and a partner. 
Manucher Ghorbaniiar. Casolaro even 
had copies of BCCl checks drawm on 
Khashoggi's accounts. 

Mason later reported that 
Casolaro was elated over a source he 
was about to meet m West Virginia, 
someone Casolaro described to Virginia 
McCullough as being involved in guns- 
and-drugs transfers. Casolaro told a 
fellow hotel guest. Mike Looney, that 
he was meeting with an .Arab. 

No one has suggested that 
Casolaro planned to meet Khoshoggi or 
even a corapamoi, but he was 
investtgaring Iran-contra arms dealings 
and he did place great importance on 
that final meeting, and called it 
something that would wrap up his 
Octopus research. 

As with ail of his research, 
however, this final tnburary led to others 
mvolving Octopus entanglements 
bejond Inn-Contra and bevono 
PROMIS and Inslaw. Casolaro 5 focus 
on the KJiashoggi documents at the end 


almost certainly involved knowledge of 
Khashoggi’s .April 1986 meeting with 
Tony Rowland. Australian tycoon, 
publisher of The Observer newspaper 
and an adversary of Mohammad A1 
Fayed's anempi to gain British 
citizenship. (5) Khashoggi. Gorbanifar 
and joumalist/Israeli foreign adviser 
Amiram Nir anempted to persuade 
Rowland to join the Iran-contra effort by 
helping sell arms to Iran, The attempted 
alliance bogged down after the meeting, 
when Rowland inquired into US circles 
about covert suppon for such an effort. 

It seems very likely that Casolaro 
knew about this alliance between Dodi 
Fayed’s maternal uncle, Khashoggi, and 
his father's bitter enemy. Rowland. It’s 
deeper significance, of course, became 
clear after Casolaro’s death, and after 
Diana's.i S) 

Although Casolaro had 
apparently wrapped up. or was going to 
wrap up after that final meeting, his 
research into Iran-Contra, he no doubt 
also took a strong interest in possible 
Octopus invoKemeni in other coven 
arms deals with Khashoggi. That was no 
small list. It included such little and well 
known brouhahas in the world of 
international arms traffic as the 
Petromonde scandal, the Litton scandal, 
the Westland Scandal, the Lockheed 
scandal, the Northrop scandal, the Lina 
Al-Bassara scandal and. most 
importantly, the corruption involving the 
Al \ amamah contract and Iran-Contra. 
The amount of attention and detail 
Casolaro brought to all this parahistory 
remains lost in the accordion file that 
dwappeared at his death. .Adnan 
Khashoggi's role in the Northrop scandal 
of the early 1970s was well known to 
him. however In 1972 and 1973 
Kliashoggi had served as the middle man 
in compiion pay-offs (“commissions 
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for vanous arms-deals, often involving 
the sale of sub-standard equipment to the 
Saudis) by the aerospace firm Northrop 
to the head of the Saudi Air Force, 
General Hashim M. Hashim and to his 
successor. General Asad Zuhair. 
Northrop, which also made illegal 
campaign contnbutions to Richard 
NLxon. also paid Saudi prince Khaled 
bin Abdullali over S500.000 m bribes, 
after the prince’s public complami dial 
"If I get nothing, then I will make sure 
Adnan gets nothing.” .A Security 
E.xchange Commission investigation of 
the situation led only to Northrep’s 
signing a pledge to no longer conceal the 
bribes. 

rhe Saudi royal family outlawed 
the co-Timissions, but with laws that 
were ill denned and never enforced. 
Extra-contractual ”commjssion" 

payments contmued to maintain the 
wealth of the Saudi royals. KhashoiZgi 
continued as the sole House of Saud 
contact for arms dealers, through a front 
company incorporated in Luxembourg, 
Triad .•'onerica Corporation, with funds 
.Northrop deposited into a Swiss bank for 
Khasheggi. who continued to funnel 
much cf it to the Saudi royals. though 
the Northrop deal eventually did fall 
apart. iChashoggi continued to use his 
connections to King Fahd and Prince 
Sultan to broker arms deals. 

Not the least of these deals was 
the Ai Yamamah contract umbrella a 
central contractual arrangement sigaed 
in Riyadh m February 1986, that 
suppons both the British aerospace 
mdustiy and the corrupt wealth of the 
Saudi rayal family. Tlirough this series 
of contracts, the Saudis turn over oil :o 
the Bank of England, which allows for 
Its sale through Sliell Oii and British 
petroleum. Proriis from that are turned 
over tc the UK's defe.nse mintsirv. which 


pays the British .Aerospace corporation 
when it provides military hardware to 
Saudi .-Vrabia. Like the Northrop 
arrangements. the Al Yamamah 
umbrella comes replete with 
"commissions" and bribes, and involves 
the delivery of substandard military 
hardware. l8) Still current in the all- 
important machinations of big oil on the 
global scene today, there is little doubt 
than the tentacles of the Octopus thrash 
about mercilessly in this milieu. 

It comes as no surprise 
coincidence, therefore, that in search of 
justice in whai he regards as the murder 
of his son and Princess Diana. 
Mohammad Al Fayed returned to the 
history and speculation about the 
multinational Octopus cabal that was so 
important to Danny Casolaro. In the 
early fall of 2000. Al Fayed filed a 
Freedom of Information Act sun against 
the CIA and several other US 
intelligence services. He declared his 
intent to recover documents orignally 
surfaced by a self-proclaimed CLA agent 
named Oswald LeWinter. LeWinter 
previously had tried to sell documents to 
an Al Fayed cohon m .Austria, 
documents purportedly implicating the 
British government in the Diana crash. 
Le^'inter was arrested as a fraud, 
however, and sentenced in Vienna to 
four years in 1998. LeWinter apparently 
still holds to the auihemicity of the 
douements. stanng that "I had a choice at 
my arrest tp identify- the documents as 
genuine or as fakes. If I said genuine, 1 
would face charges in the US of high 
treason...so I said they were forgenes 
and was arresieci for fraud.” 

Only one of LeW^inter’s 
documents surfaced in l.^e Bntish press 
after being seized by police n Vienna. It 
reads;

Writer Rayelan .Mian (10) made 
this correlation between the LeWinter 
document and many of the figures 
Cosolaro had followed os port of the 
Octopus involvement in Iran-contra; 

"The connection between A1 
Fayed and the Iran/Contm scandal was 
difficult to prove, but Richard Tous. 
former FBI agent states that A1 Fayed 
and Khashoggi were connected to the 
Iran/Contra scandal through Castle 
Securiucs. Castle Securities was 
formerly Drc.\el Company, which was 
connected to Drexel. Bumhom, Lambert 
and the junk bonds scandal. Taus states 
that many people who were involved in 
Castle Securities part of a group out of 
Freeport. Long Island known as the K- 
Team. Most if not all K-Team members 
were part of the Iran/Contra scandal. 
Taus reported that the K- Team was a 
ClA operation which included many 
mfamous names such as Oliver .North. 
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Admiral John Poindexter, Richard 
Secord. and Adnan Khashoggi...Lord 
Earl Spencer (Dianas father) was the 
best fnend of Adnan Khasboggi's 
brother-in-law. Mohammad .AI Fayed, 
A1 Fayed was connected to the K-Team 
and its enterprises through Casde 
Securities. The ten year friendship 
between Lord Spencer and Al Fayed 
evennially lad to the introduction of Al 
Fayed's 40 year old son, Emad 'Dodi* 
Fayed, to Princess Diana Mohammad El 
Fayed and Adnan Khashoggi bad been 
connected to the K-team through their 
business deals. The K-ieam was>is made 
up of CI.A operatives who wcrc/arc 
members of Faction I - the New World 
Order, and Faction 2 - the opposition to 
the N'WO. AJ Fayed and Khashoggt 
were connected to the men who make up 
Faction 2.'' (11) 

The idea of the faciional split in 
the global police mteliigence community 
has a long life in the Casoloro saga. 
Casolaro informant Michael 
Riconosctuio previously maintained that 
two factions. COM 12 and .Aquarius, had 
leaked information to Casolaro m order 
to embarrass and manipulate each other. 

As this accumulation of rtxmor 
and speculation continued to move 
Dtaiu and the Octopus closer together in 
the thinking of conspiracy students, 
Riconosciuto himself emergevl again to 
make a connecting link. The Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, key players in 
the original tale of the PRO.VUS sofnvare 
piracy, reopened ns investigation into 
the affiiir in 1999/2000 when it 
conducted a se.tes of inter, tews with a 
former stockbroker in Ontario named 
John Belton. Reporters firotn the Toronto 
Star discovered fitim Belton that the 
RC-^IP had reopened ns .r.^ estigauon 
jtto tne Canadian role in 'he Inslaw 
jifiur and the possible threat it 
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represented to CacAdian sci-uiity. 
"Belton said RCMP ofiflcers have 
already confirmed to him that they do 
use the PRONIIS sofrvsarc [and the 
security of the RCMP has been 
compromised as a result of trap doors in 
the software J...The chain smoking 
Belton unraveled his story at the kitchen 
table of his sprawling, ramshackle house 
near Ottawa. The table is stacked with 
thick binders jammed with documents 
detailing his allegations. Coun 
documents, detailed notes of telephone 
conversations and newspaper clippings 
are marked up with highlighter and 
neatly organized." The Star qtioted 
Belton as saying "You're not dealing 
with paranoid crazies, or the UFO guys. 
I'm very serious about this.” (12) 

Belton’s story affirms details that 
have long been supplied by arms 
merchant and former Israeli spy Ari 
Bcn*Mcnasche, who now works os a 
security consultant in Montreal. At the 
lime of Belton’s revelations to the 
Canadian press. Ben-Menaschc rqjoncd 
that renewed interest in the case had led 
two Scotland Yard detectives to fly over 
and interview him. Their purpose: to 
discuss meetings Ben-Menasche had 
with none other than .Mohammad Ai 
Fayed. Details of that contact have yet to 
surface, but the Scotland Yard 
investigators were tne.xplicably 
accompanied by the two RCMP officers 
working on the (unofficially; reopened 
PROMIS case. Sean McDade and Randy 
Huffam. (13) 

Investigators also spoke with 
Riconosciuto s lawyer. Louis Buffardi. 
and Riconosciuto himself repeated the 
details of his mvoUcmeni with 
PROMIS. but both made another 
unc.xpec:cd connection of it all to a 1997 
(Octopus‘Style double homicide in 
Hercules. Califomia. Like members of 


the Ciib«L£uii uibe befoic them, the 
bodies of 12 year old Brendan 
Abernathy and his -13 year 
old father Neal, who owned a car repair 
shop, were found bemnd in their living 
room, wrapped in electrical cable and 
shot e.xecudon style. Acquaintance with 
Riconosciuto may have been among the 
motives for their murder. .Mountie 
McDade jo.ned Hercules police 
detective Sue Todd in a prison interview 
of Riconosciuic. but the details of how 
the Canadiac case relates to the 
California murder, as well as its 
connection to Ari Ben-Menasche and 
•Mohammad S Fayed, and to the death 
of Diana, remans unclear. 

NOTES 

I. An internet posting to the Conspiracy 
Theory Research List (CTRL) from 
September 11. 1997 echoed repens that 
photographs from the scene at one point 
reveal a motorcyclist ahead of the 
Mercedes popping flashbulbs into the 
eyes of dr, ver Henri Paul. The 
motorcyciisL'photographer was not 
among the paparazzi arrested at the 
scene. The ret»rt of the flash persisted 
three years later, as a former Nn6 agent 
named Richard Tomlinsin reponed that 
"Hcnn Paul was an MI6 informer paid to 
spy on Diana and Dodi. The Dionu crash 
was chillingly similar to a previous MI6 
plot Thai plot was to assassinate the 
Serbian leader Slobodon Milosevic in 
Geneva using a powerful laser suube 
light-similar to that described by 
witnesses to the Pans crash- -to olind the 
dnver," The laser strobe, publicized 
greatly in an English documentary 
entui^ Dtana. Secrets Behi/hi The 
Crash, was menuoned again 3;- Dodi .\i 
Fayed’s father Mohammed W Fayed 
during a press conference announcing 
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his Freedom of Information Act suit 
against the CIA and other US 
intelligence agencies for documents 
penaining to the crash. One witness, 
secretary Brenda Wells, made statements 
strongly discriminaiing the strobe flash 
from the paparazzi flashbulbs. 

2, A short list of suspicious details about 
the car crash: 

It took an hour and forty minutes to get 
Diana to the Pitie SaJpetiere hospital 
Four other hospitals were closer The 
White House, and consequently the US 
mtelligence commuaity, regards the Pitie 
Solpeiriere as the oiilcial hospital of 
choice for otBcials visiting Paris. (This 
slowness has been described as part of 
the French inclination to stabilize a 
victim before proceeding to ho.spital and 
as an anempi by the ambulance to not 
aggravsuc Diana's injuries.) 

Early news reports had Diana up and 
w-alking around immediately after the 
crash. She also supposedly was able to 
speak some words, and reportedly one 
photograph of the scene show'cd her 
unerly unbloodied. 

A few weeks prior to the accident, the 
Mercedes had been stolen from the 
garage of the Ritz hotel, where the fatal 
ride began. Police recovered the car but 
found that its instrumentation had been 
tampered with. Shortly thereafter,, the car 
was re-inspected and reconditioned. 

Contrary to nonnai procedures for 
bodyguards, guard Trevor Rees-Jones 
fastened his seatbelt before the ride. The 
others did not Rees-jcnes later claimed 
amnesia about the eve.nL not due to 
trauma but to the drugs he received in 
the hospital for his severe facial injunes. 


Henri Paul appears sober in video 
footage taken at the Ritz Hotel jusi 
before the fatal ride. The nouon that Paul 
was severely alcoholic has been 

challenged by friends and family. 

A mysterious 5200,000 had been 

deposited lo Henn Paul's bank account 
just prior to the wreck. Former MI6 
agent Richard Tomlinson claims the 

money came from MI6. 

The Frencn opened up the tunnel 

roadway only hours after the crash and 
neglected to collect imponant evidence. 
Even mainstream apologists like Gerald 
Posner acknowledge the incompetence 
of the French investigation. 

Seventeen cameras inside the tunnel 
failed to nptrare at the time of the crash. 

The paparazzi photographer who may 
have owned the white Fiat encountered 
by the death car, James Adnanson, died 
under questionable circumstances in 
May 2000. Police discovered 
Adnandson's burned body in a charred 
BMW m the Aveyron woodland, near 
the village of Nani m southwestern 
France. Previously, Adnanson's Paris 
office had been burglarized by three 
masked and well-trained men who 
wounded a secunty guard and for a 
while kept the office staff hostage. It 
took four weeks for police to identift' 
Adnansons remains from DNA tests. 
Oftlcial investigators claim that the 
white paint of .Adnanson's Fiat did not 
match that recovered from scrape marks 
on the .Merecedcs, and consider 
Adnanson’s death a suicide, despite the 
bizarre circumstances. 

j Mohammed Al Fayed owns the posh 
Harrod'i depanmem store in London - 
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He has been a champion in tning to 
fenet out govemment documents held in 
secret and other informatioo concerning 
possible plots m the death of his son 
Dodi and his son’s lover Diana. The UK 
government has long denied Mohammed 
Fayed’s application for British 
citizenship and has looked askance at the 
impact his wealth and influence have 
had on politics in England. It has also 
deferred his request for a full inquiry 
into the crash to the official French 
investigation that most people find 
seriously flawed. Mohammed A1 Fayed 
bolds the view that Queen Elizabeths 
husband, Prince Philip, the Duke of 
Edinburgh, orderec the deaths of his son 
and Diana, and is now using the CIA. 
MIS and MI6 to cover it up, and he has 
of course been dismissed as a conspiracy 
theory nuner. The status of his lawsuit 
and any new information about his 
investigative effort can be found at his 
website, www.alfayed.com. 

4. Khashoggl spent three semesters 
studying economics at Chico Slate 
University in California before starting a 
business renting his truck to companies 
doing business in Saudi Arabia. After 
college, he developed those contacts into 
a role as a liaison between US and Saudi 
corporations and the Saudi military, 
primarily under Satan bin .4bdul Azziz. 
That role, in its various legal and extra- 
legal dimen.sions, brought Adnnn 
Khashuggi to great wealth as a broker of 
long-term deals involving military 
hardware. In the transformation from 
renting out his truck to shepherding 
arTangcmcnis for tanks and jet fighters. 
Khashoggl came to own a dozen posh 
estates and a S70 million yacht docked at 
Porto Bonus, Spam. The yacht, called 
the Nabilo. appears in the James Bond 
movie VVver Say Srver Again.

Khashoggl later sold it to his friend. 
Donald Tmmp. The 1987 biography of 
Adnan Khashoggi, published by Warner 
Books and written by Ronald Kessler, is 
cnuilcd The Richest .Man In The World. 

5 Alex Constantine notes: "Tiny 
Rowland was the publisher of London’s 
Observer mtil a reporter Tom Bower 
researched the financier's past a few 
years ago and discovered him to be a 
former Hitler Youth Corps leader. 
Rowland se.'ved a spell in an allied 
detainment camp lowiird the end of the 
war. then migrated to S. .Africa and 
found enennous wealth there in the 
mining industry Thereupon he relocated 
to the UK JO purchase the Observer and 
pih shoulders with some of the most 
notonous movers in the world business 
community, including Daniel Ludwig, a 
hotel magnate who retains a PR agency' 
solely to keep his name out of the 
newspapers." (10/13/97) 

6 Peter Rushton claimed on the 
.ALT POLTTCS ORG Cl.A interne: lis; 
that he had been given "a large file of 
allegations against Rowland" by 
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Francesca Pollard as pan of a counter¬ 
offensive launched by Mohammad AJ 
Fayed against intrique by Arab 
industrialist .Ashraf Marwan, working as 
a front for Tiny Rowland, to secure a 
large number of shares in the House of 
Fraser, the company that owns Fayed’s 
Harrod's. The battle between Roland and 
Mohammad Al Fayed was fought in pan 
with the help of Nemi Chand Jain, 
known also as Chandraswami. The 
followers of Chandraswami. one of 
India's swarm of gurus for the jet-setting 
elite, include Indian prime minister 
Narasimha. Tiny Rowland and Adnan 
IChashoggi. Al one point Chandraswami 
circulated a faked tape of Mohammad .Al 
Fayed admitting that he acquired 
Harrod's with the help of the Sultan of 
Brunei. He also introduced to Khashoggi 
a woman named Pamela Bordes, whose 
wiles apparently helped Khashoggi seal 
deals. Bordes was quoted aa saying she 
was physically afraid of Khashoggi but 
mentally alhiid of Chandraswami.

Tlirec years ago, the 
Minister or Defense, Prince Saltan bin 
Abdul .Aziz, pressured Nonhrop to 
award the maintenance coninc: to the .Al 
Saiam .Aircraft Company, which was 


described as "poorly managed." 
(Mednews • Middle East Defense Ne^vs, 
April 19. 1993), The joint venture 
company was established to handle the 
overhaul ol' both Royal Saudi .Air Force 
and Saudia, the commercial carrier 
aircraft. Al Salam's facilities at the

SAINT DI 

(Definitely Not a Movie)

Why was the world so shocked at 
the death of Pop Icon Diana Spencer. 
Princess of Wales? 

Sure, Di was too rich, too 
beauuful, and too young. But. such 
overwhelming torrents of grief have not 
been seen since the 1963 Kennedy 
.Assassination. 

Was it just mass hysteria? Or was 
there something more sinister? 

Tnere is. of course, no proof and 
no evidence of foul play. Speculation, 
however, regarding the wbys and 
wherefores is rampant. In fact when 
news of Di's demise flashed around the 
world, cvnics immediately thought "uh- 
oh."

"Wounded Knee"

During his days editing Dharma 
Combat. Jim Keith gave voice to a 
number of dissident writers, who— 
without his assistance-would have sunk 
even deeper into literary obscurity. 
Among these was Jeff Lewis, one of the 
most unique and controversial voices to 
emerge fipom the alternative ‘zine scene 
of that period, the late 80's/early 90's. 

In Jeffs case, "sunk" seems an 
apropos term, as his writings plumb the 
depths of the dark subconscious, and it is 
through sinking into these turgid waters- 
-and his search for their "sunken" 
treasures—that Mr. Lewis anempts an 
ascent above those ancient forces which, 
throughout human history, have held 
men as slaves, in waking reality and in 
the realm of dreams. In these respects. 
Lewis is a poet engaged in spiritual 
warfare. 

'"Much of my work,'" says 
Lewis, "is based upon personal 
e,xperience in dreams, and describes the 
long process of recovering personal 
control in the realm of the unconscious. 
The recovery of active metaphysical 
vision and will with which to woric in the 
depths of the unconscious is, I believe, 
the primary task of the poet, creative 
person—and the means by which we may 
regain, not only the iinging ability of the 
m^^‘ucal Orpheus, but also his power" 

.\s I interpret Jeffs dream-worw. 
it TaJre than just affects his immediate 
surrounclngs. but extends outwards. 


intuitively grasping the emotional or 
psychic turmoil of others, and—like a 
shaman gazing deep into the ethers for 
answers-he has taken it upon himself to 
work out the chaos of the world. Order 
from Chaos. But before we get too 
deeply into Jeff Lewis' "wounded knee" 
revelations, let's recount Jim Keith's 
final days... 

VIost readers of Steamshovel 
Press should be well familiar with the 
late Mr. Keith—noted conspiracy author 
and researcher—who met his untimely 
death viu a circuitous route which led 
through Burning Man. on "alternative 
culture" festival that takes place each 
year in the Black Rock Desert near 
Reno, Nevada. Your humble reporter has 
twice attended Burning Man-in '97 and 
'98-and to put into words what takes 
place there could hardly be captured in 
the short span of this article. Call it 
performance an meets 

fireworks/pyrotechnic.s nudity techno¬ 
tribalism pagan ritualism Subgenius 
Devivalism topped by a liberal 
sprinkling of booze and psychedelics— 
and that's just what happens on the first 
day! To get a general overall feel of the 
event, do a web search for Burning Man, 
and you'll rum up all kinds of interesting 
links and high weirdness. 

.■\s the story goes. Keith broke 
his knee falling from a three-foot stage 
at Burning Man, and the next morning 
went to Washoe County .Medical Center 
to get It looked at Hospital reports state 
Utat reiated kidney problems developed 
soon after, preventing immediate 
surgery Three days laier-on September 
7th-whcn surgery was finally 
performed. Keith died due to a fatal 
blood clot that '-vas released from his leg. 
and *ra’-eled into tus lung 

to be expected, rumors rcor. 
began circulatmg duougn me 
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"conspiracy research" community about 
the true nature of K.eilh's untimely 
passing. Many have pointed to his last 
anicle for the now detimet webzine 
Sitro News, the results of which 
presumably scaled Jim's fate due to his 
naming of the physician who declared 
Princess Diana pregnant at the lime of 
her death. One should also bear m nund 
the list of those who've died mysterious 
deaths in relation to the Clinton 
Presidency, one of whom was researcher 
Danny Casolaro. 

The only published work yet to 
delve to any great e.xicnt into the 
Casolaro afi'air is The Octopus by Kiith 
and Steamshovel Press' editor Kenn 
Thomas. From this jumping off point, it 
could be conjectured that Jim Keith is 
but another in a long line of ±ose 
svho've gained infamous mortality vis-a- 
vis Clinton’s ever-growing Death List, 
For anyone unfamiliar with this list, 
there arc no doubt many sources 
available on the Internet where it can be 


accessed, and one quick perusal of said 
will tell you that any one associated with 
Clinton in the early years of his 
candidacy-cum-presidency possessed 
some terribly bad luck. With this being 
said, it could have been any one of a 
number of conspiracies that attributed to 
Keith's death. 

But perhaps there's an even more 
obscure explanation for Jim's premature 
passing, which bnngs us back full circle 
to Jeff Lewis' dream-work. Prior to 
receiving news of Keith's death. Jeff had 
a perplexing dream, as he termed it to 
me; a dream in which terrible wounds 
appeared on his knees, apparendy fatal 
in nature. The inference here is that Jeff 
had psychically transferred the trauma of 
Jim Keith's ordcal-In essence, assuming 
Keith's ordcai-so that in some manner 
he could work it out, and heal these 
"knee wounds", ir. the same way a 
iharoan accepts the pain of others, 
assuming sickness m order to dispense 
with It, to transmute it into a 
iranscendent form. 1 would only add 
here that Lewis-alihough he does, in my 
opinion, take on a sort of shamonistic 
role in his dream-work—has never 
referred to himself in such a context. As 
a shaman is one who's immediately 
idcniined with channeling "gods", this 
also Hies in the face of Jeffs approach, 
because he would be the last to ascribe 
his "talents" (vis-a-vts interpreting the 
true meaning of dreams, and from there 
the long and difficult process of 
anempting to transform them for the 
benefit of himself, and the world ai 
large) as a gift from any god. or gods. 
For all intents and purposes. Jeff Lewis' 
battle is with those who would keep us 
asleep, m the dark, unaware of the 
possibility of controlling our own 
realuies, whether in the dreaming or 
waking worlds For Lewis, this is a 
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psychic battle for the mind: one waged 
against the biblical gods of old. who 
through the ages have maintained a 
stranglehold upon our collective dreams 
and visions, both while asleep or awake, 
influencing histoiy* in the process, 
all of this might seem mere delusion to 
many of you reading these pages, it has 
been my experience that the significance 
of everyday events is influenced by 
occult symtwiism and imagery, many of 
which come to us in the form of dreams. 

It should be noted that it was 
only after receiving news of Keith's 
death that Jeff Lewis discovered the 
meaning of his "wounded knee" dream; 
a dream that apparently occurred at the 
same Ume that Keith suffered his knee 
injury- Afterwards-with news of his 
death—it became clear to Lewis that 
Jim's passing was associated to ancient 
Celtic or Druid fertility rites, which, at 
their core, possessed "human sacrifice* 
underpinnings. Lewis' described this 
"sacrifice" of Jim Keith as one that 
would be accomplished "in a coven, 
unconscious fashion without apparent 
connecticn to the event or even 


conscious consent of the participants." 

What is most astonishing is that 
these very themes (human sacnfice. 
fertility rites) were explored in the 1973 
film. Vie Wicker Man. starring 
Christopher Lee. .Although the creator of 
Bummg Man, Larry Harvey, has never 
publicly acknowledged The Wicker Man 
as his inspiration, the connection 
between the two is undeniable, as 
anyone who has seen die movie—or has 
been to Burning .Man-can attest. That 
Jeff Lewis was able to put these 
connections together—having never seen 
the movie or having been to Burning 
Man. for that maner-speaks to his 
ability to reach far into the subconscious 
realm of dreams, and make sense of the 
madness waiting there. In this case, the 
dream vision presented to Jeff was such 
that the "real" burning man is Jim Keith, 
who was sacrificed in deed, just as the 
"bummg man" effigy is sacrificed each 
year at Black Rock Desert. Likewise, the 
lead character in The Wicker Man is 
similarly sacrificed tc an effigy of a 
demon named King Wicker during his 
investigation of an occult group involved 
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in pagan rimot sacrifice. 

Jim Keith, due to hu own 
pursuits, such as the Casolaro affair, the 
Oklahoma Bombing, among numerous 
other investigations. might have 
unwittingly set himself up for just this 
type of sacrifice. According to 
Conspiratologist Michael Hoffman, The 
Wicker Man wtis also associated 
symbolically and alchemical!y to the 
Son of Sam murders, as outlined in his 
treatise Secret Societies anJ 
Psychological Warfare. Quoting 
Hoffman: "The word wicker has many 
denotations and connotations one of 
which is *to bend, as in the bending' of 
reality. It is also connected to witchcraft 
through Its derivative, wicca..." 

Although ii would be a tad far¬ 
fetched on my pan to cite a deliberate 
plot hatched along these lines fusing the 
Burning Man fesuval and Washoe 
County Medical Center os a backdrop 
for the conspiratorial sacrifice of Jim 
Keith). I believe there may be other 
factors at work hers, of an occult nature. 
Let it also be noted that Jim is not the 
first casualty associated with Burning 
Man. as in *96 another human was 
placed upon the sacrificial alter, the 
vieftm of a head-on motorcycle collision. 
Of course, that's not a bad track record 
when you consider how the event has 
grown over the years, and all the 
anarchic freedom unleashed there in a 
iluee-day span. Burning Man~for those 
not in-thc-know—marked its humble 
beginnings back in ‘86 at Baker Beach in 
San Francisco, when artist Larry Harvey, 
having just ended a troubled romantic 
reiation^p. built the fust burning man, 
in a act of ficeing himself &om die past; 
a sort of banishme.'ii, and ntuol worKing, 
from a love affair gone bad The fust 
"Man" was a mere eight feet tall, with 
twenty people in attendance tor the bum. 


Twelve years later-at the last Burning 
Man I attended—the "Man" had grown to 
an astounding 50 feet tall, with 
approximately 15,000 people in 
attendance! 

As logically fuzzy as this all may 
sound. I think Jetf Levris is on to 
something here, and—for that matter— 
Michael Hoffman, as well, although 
there is definite gulf between their tw'o 
points of view Hoffman's worldview 
subscribes to the theory that subliminal 
messages are being implanted on a 
subconscious level in the minds of 
modem man in order to usher in a New 
World Order. Conversely. Jeff Lewis 
feels that it is actually the subconscious 
realms that influence our conscious 
minds. So, in essense, a movie such as 
The Wicker A/an is the outcome of 
consciou-s manipulation ala Honinan. 
whereas in Jeff Lewis' worldview the 
realm of dreams influences such events 
as Burning .Man. specifically in regards 
to Jim Keith's death. In this article, I 
have formed a bridge-albeit wobbly as 
all get-oui-bringing these two divergent 
pomts together, at least for a brief 
instanu and perhaps shedding light on 
the alchemical and occult symbolism 
surrounding Jim Keith's death In relation 
to Burning .Man.

symbolism. Like any risky venture in 
life, you defim'iely open yourself to 
unknown forces when you wander into 

any Burning Man event_ 

As I rooted through these photos 
of Burning Man past, there were a 
handful of shots that particularly stood 
out One of note pictured yours truly 
inserting my head into one of the many 
orifices of a strange creau'on dubbed by 
its diabolical makers: "The Nebulous 
Entity", a many tentacled ihree-siory 
lower. In a press release distributed by 
Nebulous Entity propagandists, this 
strange creation \vas described as that 
which "absorbs and metabolizes 
information." By day. The Nebulous 
Entity merely held its ground with nary a 
sound emitted from its arcane 
countenance, consisting of rwirling 
appendages and rhe aforementioned 
purplish suckmg orifices.

People were jumping and dancing and 
having a merry ol' time, os they followed 
"The Entity" across the Playa, attracted 
like moths to a flame in a crazy kinda 
conga line, mesmerized by these 
figurative Pipes of Pan. Though it all 
seemed like iuuuceiit uicii uncut, 
occasionally the scene would get a bit 
eerie, as The Nebulous Entity would 
suddenly stop m its tracks, as the goofy 
music emanating from its surreal 
structure would likewise surcease 
Strange violet lighdng emanating from 
within the belly of‘his beast would then 
begin to pulse, as 'The Entity" emined 
sounds of such a nature as to give the 
effect that It was "consuming". Only 
later did it da%vn on me what was going 
on. 

The music and spectacle was 
literally "suckmg in" all spectators, as 
The Nebulous Entity was in reality 
feeding off the collective energy of the 
gathered throng, some 300 or so strong. 
Much of the aforementioned music 
played by "The Entity" was similar to 
the sort of propaganda muzak made 
p«ipul.-ir in the ^O's and AO's, .i son of 
.Vlickey Mouse Club atmosphere, with 
human beings mducted into something 
they thought was ample fun and frolic, 
whilst in reality there was a degree of 
insidiousness to the whole 
spectaclc...Ju5i the same, I wouldn't liave 
missed it for all the world! 
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Clinton's History! 

The Blue Blood 
of Billy Blythe

President Bill Clinton's official 
biography states that he was born 
William Jefferson Blythe. We have all 
heard the tear-jerking story of how he 
was bora Billy Blythe; how his father 
died three months before he was bora, 
when he drowned after his car careened 
into an irrigation ditch; how he was 
adopted by a man named Clinton, whose 
name he took. These arc heart- 
wrenching scenes from the black-and- 
white movie that is Clinton's past 

Despite this storyline, however, 
questions have lingered about the true 
facts of the President's ancestry' since he 
first stepped onto the national stage in 
1992. This debate has been fueled in 
part by the President's political enemies, 
masters of the low blow, But it has also 
been re-igmted, ume and again, by the 
Clinton team itself, which has always 
acted as if they were hiding something 
about Clinton's heritage. 

Remember how. following his 
election, Clinton went in search of lus 
Blythe cousins? Generally, when one has 
just been elected President of the United 
States, it is regarded as unseemly and 
unnecessary/ lo go in search of one's 
long-lost cousins. Traditionally, they are 
e.xpecied to come to you. 

Then we have the first inaugural 
of William Jefferson Clinton in 1993. 
rite President and First Lady scheduled, 
and then abruptly cancelled, a sojourn to 
Vlonticeilo that was :o immediately 
'ollow his Inaugural .\>Jdress. Was this 
maneuver carried out to conceal the fact 


that the 42nd President is a direct 
descendant of the 3rd President, the sage 
of Monticeilo, Thomas Jefferson? 

At least one long-time friend of 
the President has made public statements 
that would lend to support the premise 
that he Is, In fhet, related to Thomas 
Jefferson. William McDonough, dean of 
architecture at the University of Virginia 
(the college that Jefferson founded), told 
a Sustainability Project symposium at 
Santa Barbara City College in April 
1994 that William Jefferson Clinton is 
"the seventh lineal descendant of 
Thomas Jefferson." 

Distinguished environmentalists 
were in attendance, including Peter 
Calihorpe. Judy and Michael Corbett, 
and Sim Van dcr Ryn. It was neither the 
time nor the place to be making 
unfounded claims. True to his capacious 
intellect, McDonough, who built the first 
solar home in Ireland, called upon the 
President to bravely act in the spirit of 
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his iliusthous ancestor. Thomas 
Jefferson, by drafting “A Oeclaniion of 
Interdependence." one that u-ouJd 
encompass the biosphere. Just as 
Jefl^erson authored a Declaration of 
Independence on behalf of human 
beings. Clinton later appointed 
McDonough to his Commission on 
Sustainable Development. 

This interpretation of the 
President's "hidden heritage" was 
confirmed to this reponcr by a Clinton 
cousin in 1994. who stated that she and 
the President were related to novelist 
John Grisham, and that both ore 
descendants of Thomas Jefferson. She 
suggested that this assertion is strongly 
supported by the famous ’standing, red- 
haired" painting of Jefferson, which 
Clinton supposedly resembles. 

Other theories about the 
President's lineage have been advanced 
over the years by muckraking 
journalists, who have implied that 
something sinister or amiss lies lurking 
in Clinton’s DNA. Two of the most 
spirited investigators of these theones 
t^ Clinton years have seen arc Sherman 
Skolmck and Ace Hayes. 

Skolnlck, the Chicago-orea coun 
activist and author of recent anit-Bush 
jeremiads, has alleged that President 
Clinton is not a Jefferson, as 
McDonough would purport but. in fact 
a Rockefeller. specifically. the 
illegitimate son of Governor Winthrop 
Rockefeller of .Arkansas, Clinton's 
political godfather, Skolnick has even 
claimed that several Rockefeller family 
membe.'s have confirmed this in 
interviews. His claim is not to be taken 
lightly, for Skolnick is both an 
indefatigable researcher and a 
courageous seeker of truth and justice. 
He has pursued corrupt public officials, 
especially judges, relentlessly, for over 



forty' years, from a wheelchair. 

In a similar vein. Hayes, the late, 
great editor of the Portland Free Press, 
speculated that Clinton may be the 
illegitimate son of President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt's son. Elliott, which 
would make him. like his grandparents 
Eleanor and Franklin, a "Charlemagne 
descendant" 

The "Charlemagne de.sccndanis" 
are a tribe of WASP "blue-bloods" who 
have posted their elite pedigree on the 
Internet, Hayes thought that Clinton 
may have been trying to "control" die 
"spin" of histoncal events beyond his

Burke’s Peerage, the British aristocratic 
hentage society [in full BCRKE’S 
GENEALOGiC.AL .AND HER.ALDIC 
HISTORY OF THE PEER.AGE. 
BARONETAGE. .AND KNIGHT.AGE]. 
whose pronouncements are auihoritative. 
stated thai Bill Clmton is a descendant of 
Hugh Ciwe: and Rober. I of France, and 
that he has more "royal blood" than any 
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president in .Ainirrican history. 
Curiously, Burke's Peerage also staled 
that die candidate with the most "royal 
blood" has won every presidential 
election since our Republic was founded. 
Subsequent events would bear out the 
cenainiy that Clinton has royal blood 
and the raffish propensity to disseminate 
this royal blood, willy-nilly, in the 
libidinous manner of a debauched 
monarch- I am speaking of the blood 
evidence in the Lewinsky case. 

In the sordid season of 1998, 
when the stain on Monica’s blue dress 
was analyzed, the President's "blood" - 
to put it politely - was found to have 
genedc markers possessed by only one 
in every five TTULLION Caucasians.

Sir Winston Churchill described Russia 
to be u. -js celebrated history of the 
Second World War ~ "a mystery 
wrapped inside a riddle wrapped mside 
an enigma." 

What to make of ihis 
undistinguished Presidem's distinguished 
lineage? WTio is he? 

One line of research that hasn t 


been e.xplored, but that might be. with 
telling results, 1 suspect, is the possibility 
that Bill Clinton is a direct descendant of 
Cecil Rhodes, the British oligarch who 
founded The Roundtable and the Rhodes 
Scholars Program. If this were the case, 
active concealment of Clinton's ancestry 
mig.ht have been necessary to cloak the 
fact that he is a close blood relative of 
one of the principal figures in the 
vanguard of the world government 
movement. 

At GeorgelowTi, Clinton was a 
protege of Professor Carroll Quigley, 
wlio wrote the seminal history of the 
New World Order, entitled Tragedy and 
Hope. As President, Clinton, a member 
of the the Bildcrbergers, the Trilateral 
Coinmissiuo, und the Cuuncil uii Foreign 
Relations, has proven himself to be a 
tireless toiler on behalf of 
transnationalism. He has supported 
every free trade measure that would help 
his friends. the multinational 
corporations, expand their markets, and 
defended every move that would cause 
NATO and the UN peacekeeping 
apparatus to become the building blocks 
around which a world army can one day 
be established.

So long as one 
attends one's lectures and tutorials and 
completes one's essays without, say, 
trying to hit on the master's wife at "high 
table,* one is permitted to graduate with 
at least some personal dignity irtact. 
Clintuu, however, who applied hiinself 
diligently at Georgetown and at Yale 
Law School, seems to have taken his 
Oxford degree for granted, as if it would 
be given to him. By comparison, his 
brainy classmates. Roben Reich and 
Strobe Talbott, beha\ed as if they would 
be expected to actually earn their 
degrees. Did Clinton fail academically, 


or was there some resentment among 
faculty that he had been selected for this 
meritocratic program merely because he 
was a descendant of its founder and 
patron. Cecil Rhodes? 

Second, check any British family 
heritage sue on the World Wide Web. 
and you will find that “Clinton," the 
President's adoptive .surname, is an 
Oxfordshire family name.This odd fact 
again implicates Clinton, said to be an 
ordinary boy from Hope, with the town 
of Oxford - that shadowland of arch 
cabalist Cecil Rhodes - long before he 
even became a Rhodes Scholar. Could 
this be a coincidence? 

One would think not. especially 
now that Clinton may soon accept a 
professorship at Oxford. 

Third, and finally, we have the 
documentary evidence. These include 
photographs of Cecil Rhodes and Bill 
Clinton taken in their maturity. 
Phenotypes tend to change, sometimes 
dramancally, over the course of many 
generations, but over the course of only 
several, it is quite common for a striking 
physical resemblance to be passed dowm 
between a father and a son, a grandfather 
and a grandson. 
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A descendani of one of Rhodes' 
Rhodesian business partners states that 
this simply cannot be the case, because 
Rhodes had no descendants. Rhodes, 
this source suggests, was a homosexual 
who became physirally agitated around 
women. The coraplc.xiiies of human 
personality and circumstance might 
suggest otherwise. 

In any case. I invite the reader to 
examme a photograph of Cecil Rhodes 
provided courtesy of David Icke. Study 
closely the sanctimonious self¬ 
seriousness expressed in clenched jaws 
and a slightly q}lined chin, which 
Clinton has showm the .American people 
so frequently in office; the irregular, 
roughly oval-shaped face; the heavily 
wrinkled, flinty biuc eyes; the small, 
proper mouth; the gray hair flecked with 
white that Rliodes. like Clinton, 
possessed as t^stinguishing facial 
features at mid-life. 

As surely as they grow big 
watermelons m Arkansas, and cousins 
copulate with cousins there. Cecil 
Rhodes looked like Bill Clinton with a 
moustache! Close, but no cigar, you 
say? If you doubt this, then I would 
invite you to find another human 
genome to be part cf.

THE

Back in 1993,1 looked up things 
about the Illuminati in books and soon 
realized that all the materials divided 
into two Ideological camps; 
"conspiratorial” and mainstream 
establishment. The mainstream 
establishment camp, exemplified by 
Seymour Martin Lipset and Earl Raab tn 
their book The Politics of Unreason (1) 
said the following: 

The Order of the Illuminati was 
founded in Bavaria. Geratany in 1776 by 
Adam Weishaupt. a professor of Canon 
law at the Universtiy of IngolstadL It 
was disbanded by the Elector of Bavaria 
in 1785. Then in 1797 two books about 
the Ill umina ti appeared. These were 
Memoirs of Jacobinism by .Albbe 
Augustin de Barrucl. and Proofs of a 
Conspiracy... by John Robison. Both 
books blamed the French Revolution on 
a conspiracy mastermiiuled by the 
lUuminau. Barrucl's work became 
important in Europe when Barrucl 


reworked his theory to blame a 
conspiracy of Jews for the French 
Revolution (2). Robison's work became 
important when it led to an anu- 
Illuminati panic in New England 
between 1798-1799 (3) Robison's work 
became a s^^urcc for the far-nghu 
including the Reverend Pat Robertson's 
1991 book New World Order (4). 

The conspiratorial camp, which 
ignored everything said about it by the 
mainsneam establishment camp, said 
that the Order of the Illuminati was 
found in 1776 by Weishaupt. spread to 
France where it caused the Revolution, 
went underground after its official 
disbanding, and was today active 
through such groups as the Council on 
Foreign Relations, the Trilateral 
Commission and the Bilderberger 
Group. 

1 realized something; both groups 
were talking right past each other and 
ignonng the obvious. The conspiratorial 
comp said that the group went 
underground and continued to exist. The 
establishment camp said it hod ceased to 
e.xisl in 1785 Therefore, the obvious 
question was, what evidence exists to 
prove or disprove the idea that the group 
survived its official disbanding by the 
Elector of Bavaria in 1785? 

The obvious thing to do, I 
realized, would be to go back to 
Bavarian Germany, find the original 
handwrinen documents of the Illuminati 
find out who the members of the group 
were, and then find out what they did 
aftenvards. Obviously, if the dianes and 
letters of the members of the group 
written after 1785 showed they were still 
in contact with each other, still attending 
meetings to Tether, and raising money 
for joint efforts, the group survived its 
ofticial disbanding in some form.

Furthermore, if the CFR, 
Trilateral Commission and Bilderberger 
Group had the goal of setting up a One 
World Government, as so many on the 
far right claimed, they did not have to 
have anything to do with the Illuminati. 
The establishment scholars bad always 
dismissed the charges against the CFR. 
Trilateral Commission and Bilderberger 
Group by insisting that the Illuminati 
had ceased to e.xist In 1785. This is not 
the same thing as e.xaminmg the conduct 
of these three groups. If their actions 
Indicated a desire for a single world 
government, that was an entirely 
different subject than if they were an 
extension of the Order of the Illuminau. 

So, three years later, 1 decided to 
do the obvious: 1 would track down the 
onginal documents of the Bavanan 
Illuminati of 1776-1786. (The disband 
order came in 17S5, the complete 
closing down of the Illuminati lodges in 
Germany took place in 1786.) This came 
down to three books available to me at 
the Michigan State U.niversity Library 
.More than these three books about the 
Illuminau dating from this period may 
be available in the Lnited States, but I 
did not have access to them. Because it 


would have taken so much time and 
effort to read ail three books, and 
because Ephraim Hadner has written that 
some documents from that time are 
hoaxes, I chose not to untangle the story 
of the Illuminati (5). My question was. 
what were the source documents of these 
three books about the Illuminati? Where 
did they get their information? The 
question of the reliability of the source 
documents would have to wait And the 
question of what happened to the 
members of the Illuminati, which may 
have been 3,000 or 5,000 people, after 
the official disbanding would also be 
unanswered. 

Robison, John, 1739-1S05 Proofs of a 
Conspiracy Against All the Religions 
and Governments of Europe: Carried 
On In the Secret Meetings of 
Freemasons, Illuminati and Reading 
Societies. Printed for William Creech 
and T. Cadell, Junior and W. Davies. 
London, 1797. The 2nd Ed., corrected, 
to which Is added a postscript. If 
you've read Robert Anton Wilson's 
llluminutus trilogy, you may 
remember this book. 

In his parody, W'ilson wrote; 
"Robison was an English Mason who 
discovered through personal experience 
that the French Mason Lodges-such as 
the Grand Orient-were Illuminati fronts 
and were the main instigators of the 
French Revolution." (6) 

The book makes clear that Robison 
was a Freemason, but Robison never 
claimed personal experience for his 
knowledge about the Illuminati. He had, 
In his youth, visited European 
Frcemasonic lodges, and was distressed 
by the exotic forms of ritual and strange 
doctnnes taught there. But by nis own 
account, he got his iniormaiion about the 
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Illuxninaii from ai least three different 
German language texts, which he 
translaiccL These were: Religions 
Begebenheiien: I.E. Religious 

Occurrences, including volumes for 

1779, 1785 and 1786, plus Neuesie 
Arbeitung des Spartacus (Jn Philo ir der 
llluminaien Order and Hoherer Granden 
des Ilium. Orderns. The proofs make 
clear that he first learned of the 
Illuminati in the summer of 1795 when 
he found volumes of Religions 
Begebenheiten at a friend's house. He 
had never met a member of the 
Illuminau, or at least a member listed b>- 
name in his source documents. 

He may have had more than 
these three books. He wrote; "A 
collection of original papers and 
correspondence was found by searching 
the house of one Zwack (a member) in 
1786, Tlie following year, a much large 
collecuon was found at the house of 
Baron Bassus; and since that time Baron 
Knigge. the most active member next to 
Weishaupu published an account of 
some of the higher degrees which had 


been formed by himself." (7) Robison 
also says that after the disbandment 
order given by the Elector of Bavaria in 
1785 "...Wcishaupi now safe In 
Regensburg, published an account of the 
Order, namely, the account which was 
given to every novitiate in a discourse 
read at his reception. To this were added, 
the statutes and the rules of proceeding, 
as far as the degree of Illuminarue 
.Minor, inclusive. This account he 
affirmed to be the real practice of the 
Order "(8) 

Robison also notes that this 
account conflicted whth testimony given 
by four men testifying against the 
lUuminan. probably Cosandy, Renner. 
L!t 2 schnelder and George Grumberg, 
who's testimony is listed in .Abbe 
Barrueil’s book.

Barruel believed that the Knights 
Templars, destroyed by Philip The Fair 
of France in 1314 were ultimately 
behind the French Revolution of 1789- 
1794. 

Wrote Vamberto Morals: 

"But the Abbe Bamiel, ignoring this 
troublesome historical fact, was certain 
that the Templars had survived as a 
secret society.devoted to the abolition of 
all monarchies, the overthrow of the 
papacy and the proclamation of 
unrestricted freedom for all peoples. 
Fnc French Philosphcs of the eighieenih 
century, like Diderot, Voltaire and 
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d'Alembert, bad all belonged to a secret 
Acadamy affiliated with the Freemasons. 
But the real leaders of this rather 
complicated network were yet another- 
ihc ‘Illuminati.' This socier/, a rival of 
Freemasonry, had been dissolved in 
1786, but one could always argue that 
they had continued to e.'dst secretly." (9) 
Yes. but Mr, Morals, did it 
continue to exist secretly? Abbe Barruei 
certainly thought so, and he listed nine 
sources in his volume 111 of his work.

Of the three authors. Mounier 
was the only one of the three to have 
actually met any living members, or ex¬ 
members, of the Order of the lliuminaii. 
Ephraim Radner wrote; 

"Intellectuals such as Goethe, 
Merder and .Vlorart were apparently 
members of Weishaupt-sponsored 
Illuminati groups..." (10). 

Theodore A. Di Padova wrote in 
the reprint edition of On the Influence... 
"In 1795 the duke of Saxc-Weimor put 
his castle of Belvedere at Moum'er's 
disposal to establish a school for 
preparing young people for careers in 
public service. Evidently Mounier's 
reputation as a man of learning and wise 
moderation had become well known. 
Mounier taught history here from 1795* 
1801. Though his life was made sadder 
by the loss of his wife in 1795. it was 
enriched by his association with men 
like Gentz, Boettlger, Herder and 
Goethe. This was the atmosphere in 
which he wrote On the Influence 
Attributed to Philosophers. Free- 
.Klasons and to Ulumoum on the 
Revolution of Francs, his last tmpenam 

work. 

1 don; .know if the Duke of Sa.xe- 
Weimar was the same person as Charles 


.Augustus of Saxe-Weimar listed by 
Barruel. but if Ephraim Radner is right, 
Johann Wolfgang von Goethe and 
Johann Gottfried von Herder were both 
former members of the Illuminati and 
both were knoxvn personally by 
Mourner. 

Wrote Di Padova: 

"As an opponent of integral 
counter-revolution, Mounier maintained, 
contrary to what Barruel and Robison 
were saying, that the Revolution had 
resulted from abuses inherent in the Old 
Regime. The restoration of these abuses 
would only lead to instability and further 
revolution. Mounier felt that all societies 
must change, and be accused those who 
opposed change of be'mg more 
dangerous than revolutionaries. The 
latter would not exist if the former did 
not protect abuses in government ... As 
one who had suffered personally under 
the regime of privilege and had resented 
royal "despotism," Mounier was deeply 
aware of the sources of discontentment 
in pre-revolutionary France. Experience 
had convinced him that the Revolurion 
was caused by social and politicai 
factors. He rejected the conspiratorial 
theory essentially because it did not 
correspond to his personal knowledge of 
the events and because it failed to 
recognize the underlying causes of the 
Revolution. (121 

■Although his sources of 
informanon about the Iliuminau were 
the same pnnted volumes as Barruel 
(apparently), he reached a dilferent 
conclusion from the same evidence: 

'Let us examine impartially the 
origin and the real spini of the 
association of the Illuminati. It is easy 
w know inem. since the Government of 
Bavana has caused all the papers to be 
published which were found, belonging 
to the pnnciple members of dtis Order: 
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and since this publication has occasioned 
a great number of works, some in order 
to oppose, others in order to defend 
them." (13) 

Mounier wrote about the 
siiuatioo inside of Bavaria after the 
official disbanding of the Order of the 
Illuminati: 

"The destruction of the Society 
did not calm the hatred and Jealousy 
which the inffuence of several of its 
members bad excited. Their private 
enemies took advantage of this favorable 
circumstance Some persons whose 
mientions were pure, having conceived 
the order of the Illuminati to be 
dangerous to religion and to the State, 
did not believe that they could exert 
themselves too much in order to prevent 
Its reestablishment. Many called in 
question its destruction, and feared that 
it was only apparent Several works 
accused the Illuminati of having 
prepared the ruin of all governments; 
and when the Revolution of France 
began, it was assened that they were the 
authors of it" (14) 

In effect, the idea that the French 
Revolution was caused by the Illuminati 
was not suited by Barruel and Robison. 
It was started inside of Bavana itself and 
spread outward. 

In simunary, it seems obvious 


that all three authors believed in the 
documents seized by the Elector of 
Bavaria at the house of .Xaverius Zwack 
in October of 1786 Mounier never 
believed that the Illuminati wanted to 
nun all governments Robison and 
Barruel always did. Barruet and Robison 
never had any contact wnih living, first 
hand witness of the Illuminati. Mounier 
did, bui did not tell his readers this or 
quote their first-hand accounts which 
they may have told him. And the 
establishment scholars never doubted 
that the Elector of Bavaria eliminated the 
Illuminati in 1785. The conspiratorial 
camp never addressed the question how 
you prove that the Illuminati survived its 
official disbandment of 178S. Instead, 
the conspiratorial viewpoint was content 
to blame the French Revolution on the 
Illuminati, caring nothing about the 
actual members of the group.

The "Real" Philadelphia 
EhEperiment? 

By Alexandra Bruce 

I was recently introduced to Bob 
Beckwith, owner of a successful 
electrical engineering firm that services 
utility industries throughout the world. 
Beckwith is an innovator who has 
patented many electrical systems over 
his long career and he shows no signs of 
quitting today. He continues to develop 
and sell electrical protection and control 
equipment at a time of life when most 
people are in their second or third 
decade of retirement. 

Late in 1942, while still in his 
early twenties. Beckwith invented 
Frequency Shift Keyed transfer uip 
equipment, which faciliiutcd the sending 
of electrical power over long distances. 
This was part of a nationally coordinated 
elecuic utility crash program to connect 
existing generation together to supply 
power to the world's first nuclear 
facilities, such os the one at Hanford in 
Washington State. 

Bob's wruiderktnd status led to 
tus bemg tapped by Bell Laboratories for 
a project to improve sonar technology. 
This was urgently needed to defend 
against the German mines that were 
being laid off the If.S. coasts, blowing 
Navy boats out of the water before they 
could reach the European theater. 

Beckwith recalls that while the 
refinement of radar and grappling with 
its ramifications were of chief 
importance to wartime electrical 
engineers on the European front. "Radar 
was not a major problem to the Navw in 
the defense of the U.S. coast whereas, 
submarines and the new German mine 


were." This is interestingly divergent 
from the predominating accounts of the 
Philadelphia Experiment legend, which 
usually include a tangent about the 
Navy’s frantic rush to develop 'radar 
invisibility*. However, as Beckwith 
remembers h, the radar war took place 
mainly in the skies over Europe 
According to him, the protection of the 
US Coast was the primary objective of 
the 'real' Philadelphia Experiment and it 
was not a test of radar, per se. 

Benveen WWl and WWII. the 
Germans had developed underwater 
mines that were set off by the magnetism 
of passing ships' hulls, requiring no 
direct contact with the targets. The US 
countered by developing minesweepers 
that were successful in setting off the 
German mines vrith the use of low 
frequency AC cuireni-carrying cables 
dragged in the water over the sides, 
much in the maruier of commercial 
fishing nets. The .AC current from the 
cables activated the mines' detectors, 
exploding them at a safe distance. The 
Germans responded by developing a 
nasty new mine anchored to the bottom 
that would not explode when their 
detectors were activated but would, 
instead, rise to the surface to get the 
minesweeper. There were many 
hsialides and keeping US shipping lanes 
open became a m^or problem. The 
Bomb' was not ready yet and it was 
feared that the German mine problem 
might cause the US to lose the war 
before The Bomb' could be used. 

As a civilian working for U.S. 
Navy contractor. Bell Laboratories. 
Beckwith was involved in Navy sonar 
and comrounicaitons tests over the 
course of many months. At the time, he 
was told that Vannevor Bush, the 
presidential appointee in charge of the 
Office of Scientific Research and 
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Ocvelopracnt had commissioned his 
project Initial tests were carried out in a 
secret lake in New Jersey. Later, he says 
tests were carried out in Long Island 
Sound. using the experimental 
minesweeper, IX-97 and the pnvaie 
yacht, Sardonix, as well as at the Navy's 
underwater sound lab in New London, 
CT. 

It was hoped (hat an application 
of Beckwith's Frequency ShiJt Keyed 
telemetry technology to sonar would 
enable the detection of the new mines at 
a sufficient distance to avoid and/or 
detonate them safely. \Vhile 'Jiis 
application of FSK proved unsuccessful, 
he did help the Nav 7 to develop sonar 
for communications that was inaudible 
to the Germans. 

There were other ways around 
the problem of the new German mine 
that were evidently tested, as well. In 
lanuaiy of 1943, Beckwith says he 
attended an initial briefing with the 
father of the atom bomb. Dr. Edward 
Teller. Teller described to lum a small- 
scale teleportation dcuiousuatiou by 
Nikola Tesla, which he intended to 
duplicate using a full-scale 
minesweeper. 

Eighteen months later, in June of 
1944, while Beckwith was running hjs 
advanced sonar tests aboard the IX-97, 
he recalls overhearing the enlisted 
shipmates' repeated remarks about the 
apparent results of Teller's secret 
teleportation project. A very stnwge 
series of incidents was reported to have 
taken place during a previous 
clandestine experiment aboard the IX- 
97, in which Beckwith was not 
personally involved. The details of the 
stories, which he continually overheard 
from his fellow shipmates are strikingly 
siraila- to the salient features of the 
Philadelphia E.xperiment legend. These 


highlights included the accidental 
teleportation of a Navy vessel from 
Philadelphia to a Naval base in Virginia 
and the horrible consequence of a 
sailors body becoming ftised with the 
ship's hull. Beckwith is convinced that 
these anecdotes, which he overheard 
from the crew about the prevdous 
cxpenmenl aboard the IX-97, were about 
the 'real' Philadelphia ExpenmenL 

In a letter to me, Beckwith 

writes: 

"As I have said in my book. 
Hypotheses, [published in 1996] the 

remarkable time reversal trip of the 
previous experiment on the IX-97 was 
common scuttlebutt shared with me at 
meals, etc. during 'my' experiment. 
Officers had undoubtedly been told to 
keep the time travel event secret and 
were dismayed at the talk going around 
freely to outsiders such as myself. 
Remember that there was no CIA, FBI. 
NS A etc. etc. at the time. There were no 
classifications of secrecy except not to 
do anything to help die enemy as long as 
Uic wat conUiiued. It is easy tu iumgiue 
a small number of high ranking military 
and political figures organizing a cover 
story to discredit the scuttlebutt. 

"The stories [I constantly 
overheard] were about the disappearance 
and movement of the rX-97 and 
disturbing results that led the skipper and 
experimenters to quickly shut down the 
experiment when they suddenly found 
themselves at the dock in Newport 
News. VA where the ship had been 
berthed two weeks previously. 

"Navy operators and undoubtedly 
at least one civilian in charge of the 
experiment may have been completely 
enclosed in the inner ships cabin space 
and 'went along for Uie nde' with no ill 
effects. Die IX-97 may have stayed in 
Newport News long enough for those 
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frightened operators of the expcrimeni. 
enclosed in the space, to see where they 
were and suddenly turn off the power, 
bringing the ship back to Philadelphia 
yards. Unfortunate sailors on deck or 
the dock must have been partly moved in 
lime giving them the mind disturbing 
space separation reported. 

“One most unfortunate mate fell 
from the deck to a position where he was 
trapped in the steelwork. Part of his 
body was Inside and poii outside of a 
splash cowling just forward of a pon 
side cabin’s sliding door. I was shown 
fresh paint on the inside and outside of 
this curved cowling where the mate had 
been impaled, half in and half out of the 
cabin. 

"I clearly remember the 

scuttlebutt among those of us working 

together in New London concerning the 

eiqjeriments and 1 had no reason not to 

believe the stories which included the 

man trapped m steelwork and men with 

verv serious mental disorders. One mate 
0 

was said to have later faded from plain 
sight in a barroom, never to appear 
dguin! Tlie mealtlaic and fr^ce time 
conversations may or may not have 
included Dr. Horton [the director of 
Beck^vith’s subsequent sonar project], 
but I believe some did. As to the 
validity of the scunleaun concerning the 
ship moving experiroent. I can only say 
that Jokes of this kind simply were not 
made up during the war. Besides, how 
could one hoax a story involving so 
many people'^” 

Beckwiths lesiimony is a very 
interesting and exciting development in 
the unraveling of this World War 11 
secret. Conspicuously absent from this 
version of the Philadelphia Experiment 
are the figures of John Von Neumann. 
'Dr. Rinehan' and the USS Eldndge. 
normally associated with the legend. 


Beckwith is convinced that these details 
are par. of the disinformarional 
campaign set up by the Navy to confuse 
the issue anc discredit accounts of what 
actually took place. 

For their part, the Navy has put 
some effort into denying that anything 
like the Philadelphia Experiment ever 
took place. In fact, they seem to do a 
brisk business substantiating their side of 
the story, selling copies of the microfilm 
of tlic Eldrldga^s logbook Irora their 
website (number NRS-1978-26, if you 
are interested). 

.As to verifying Beckwith’s 
claims, I have seen a copy of a photo ID 
civilian pass the Navy issued to him in 
May of 1944, which gave him access to 
government and military facilities, boats 
and submarines, along with his 
numerous expense reports. In the Navy's 
official Dictionary of American Fighting 
Ships by Samuel Eliot Morison, there is 
a photograph and description of the of 
the IX-97'3 activities which document 
the ship’s use in sonar tests in the Long 
Island Sound area during the time period 
Bcckwiih specifics. According to this 
record, the DC-97 was originally a 
pnvaie yacht, named Thelma, which was 
loaned to the Navy by her owner, 
George A. Miller on January II, 1943. 
The "IX" hull classification is for 
miscellaneous boats, which explains 
how it was being used os an 
experimental minesweeper, though not 
originally constructed as such. The 
Navy re-christened her the USS Martha’s 
yine\%ird and she was commissioned on 
March 30. 1943 with Lt. William W 
Bosion in command. On .April 18. 1946, 
she was decommissioned, stripped of 
military equipment and returned to her 
owner. 

1 asked Beckwith if the name 
Boyton rang a bell and he said that it did 
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and that it was likely thai Boyton was in 
conunand ot the ship during the 
teleportation experiment, which be 
estimates having occurred sometime 
around September and October of 1943. 
There is no mention of the IX-97 ever 
traveling to Philadelphia or Newport 
News In the brief official repon that I 
saw. One way to verify the IX-^Ts 
whereabouts would be to access the 
ship's logs, if they are still on file at the 
National Archives in Washington, DC, 
although there was a major fire there in 
the 1970s which destroyed many of the 
Navy's records. 

I showed Beckwith the four 
handwntien Philadelphia Experiment 
documents attributed to Oscar 
Schneider. He believes these letters to 
be genuine Navy documents written by 
Oscar Schneider, generated as part of the 
above-mentioned cover-up. 

In another letter to me, he says; 

"My first meeting before the 
experiment was with Dr. Edw-ard Teller. 
He had been assigned to the anti-sonar 
project by the President. Dr. Teller told 
of an experiment done by Tesla in 1907 
where Tesla moved an object along a 
laboratory bench, turned on his electric 
field, making the object move back in 
time to its original position. When the 
power was mnted off, the object moved 
forward, to its place m present time. If 
anyone can research Tesla's work and 
confirm this experiment, it would greatly 
support this story and my memory 

Teller said he had no time to 
repeat Telsa's work and had to believe it 
would work when scaled up to the size 
of an i.xpenmenial minesweeper, the IX- 
97. The plan was to add a third currcni- 
canying conductor high in the rigging of 
the baaL forming a three-phase field. 
High-current routing generators 
manufactured by GF. at the Pitisfield. 


Ma.ssachuserts plant supplied the three 
currents. Again, an excellent source of 
confirming facts, if anyone can find such 
generators in the General Electric Co. 
records..." 

Beckwith saw these "time travel" 
generators that were located at the rear 
of the craft. They were still onboard 
during his tests, although not in use. 
They consisted of three single-phase 
units placed 120 electrical degrees apart. 
Each unit was approximately 5’ tall by 2' 
in diainetet. Tlic gcnciators put out low 
voltage but did more than 1000 .Amps. 
He said the boat had sliding doors, 
(which looks right from the picture) and 
that the controls for the generators were 
in the back cabm. The generators were 
electrically driven by the ship’s power 

The proposition of Beckwith's 
'real' Philadelphia Experiment aboard the 
IX-97 had notlting w’hatsoevcr to do with 
radar invisibility; It was an elaboration 
of Nikola Tesla's earlier work in 
telcportatiotL 

Teleportation is tantamount to 
lime travel. The idea that the 
Philadelphia Experiment intentionally 
involved the manipulation of space-time 
physics 13 more congruent with the 
subsequent legends of the ship's 
disappearance 'from this reality' than the 
idea of it having been a test of radar 
invisibility’ or 'cloaking' 
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
